Rev. Deyo retires after 
42 years service to God

A ministry that started in 1929 
when Wallace Deyo was a 
sophomore in college will come to 
an end next month when Rev. 
Deyo retires after seven years as 
pastor of Auburn’s First United 
Methodist Church. 

The tall, gentlemanly minister, 
who guided the Auburn congrega- 
tion through a major building 
program, will step down at the 
end of May and return to Wabash, 
Ind., where he held a pastorate 
for eight years in the ’50’s. 

“I’m not quitting,’? he says 
with a smile, “I’m retiring. I 
expect to do some light parish

“Human needs never change,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Different generations 
express themselves in different 
ways, and the presentation of 
Christ’s Gospel should change 
with the times. But the central 
message of the Gospel, the 
message of Christ’s love for 
mankind never changes. 

The longer I’ve been in the 
ministry the more convinced I’ve 
become of Christ’s power to 
change lives. And believe me, 
when you see it, the thrill never 
wears off.” 

Rev. Deyo said he views the 
Gospel ‘‘As a two-sided coin. 
There is the personal gospel and 
the social gospel. To take either 
alone, divorced from the other, is 
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HISTORY OF AUBURN METHODIST CHURCH 


John Zimmerman Relates Various Steps 
Of Progress Since First Religious Service 
In This City 100 Years Ago 
December 5, 1939

John Zimmerman of North Van Buren Street, Auburn, has compiled the following history of the 
Methodist church in connection with the 100th anniversary celebration which is now in progress in 
Auburn: 

The history of Methodism in Auburn and DeKalb County is closely intermingled with the 
secular history of the county and a narrative of either must, of necessity, includes much of the other. 

Reliable records state that the first settlement of a white man in the territory now within the 
boundary of DeKalb County was made September 4, 1833, by John Houlton in Sec. | of the present 
Franklin township, a few miles south east of the present town of Hamilton. 

The following year, 1834, Peter Fair and others settled in Butler township. 

The next year, 1835, brought John Blair into the section now included in the town of St. Joe and 
they were the tenth family to settle in the county. 

In the year 1836 came Charles Wilber and William Burley, who settled near Orangeville and 
Joseph Ludwig, Judge Walden, and Ariel Reed who located along the St. Joe river above Doctor 
Babcock, Benjamin Alton, a Cambellite preacher, and Asher Coburn and others. These settles formed 
the first Christian church group which was the beginning of the church still at Coburn's Corners. 

In the same season Wesley Park arrived as the first settler on the site of Auburn. 

As contemporary events of the times, let us note that the year John Houlton came Andrew 
Jackson had just been reelected for his second term as president of the United States. The McCormick 
reaper was invented in 1834. Arkansas was admitted as a state in 1836 and Michigan in 1837. The 
system of telegraphy was perfected in 1838 and the first photograph was made by Draper in 1839. 

The Indians in this territory were a degenerated remnant of the Potawatamies and Miamis and 
did not cause any serious trouble - only annoying as beggars and drunken rowdies. 

In the winter of 1836-37 arrangements for the organization of DeKalb County were made and 
the organization completed in the fall of 1837. Wesley Park was made the first sheriff of the county. 


FIRST SESSION OF COURT 


The first session of court was held in 1838 and was held in Wesley Park's cabin. His cabin, in 
addition to being his place of residence was the tavern for accommodation of transients and was also 
used for holding court and the attic was used as a jail. 

Wesley Park had entered the land and laid out the plat for the town of Auburn and he deeded to 
the county one third of the lots - to be sold and proceeds to be used in the erection of the county public 
buildings and also at the same time offered and gave a lot to any man who would build a cabin on the lot 
and settle there. 

The building of the first court house was started in 1843 and was completed in 1844. The first 
court house was replaced by a brick one in 1865 and it, in turn, was replaced by the present building, 
built in 1913. The first building, on the completion of the second one was sold to Daniel Altenburg and 
by him was donated and used for a grand bonfire at the rally celebrating the surrender of Richmond by 
the Confederates. Mr. Altenburg had four sons and one son-in-law in the army and was rejoiced at the 
ending of the war. 

In the 1837 was held at Orangeville the first Methodist meeting in the county. This, a two-day 
meeting, was conducted by N. L. Thomas and Joseph Miller, preachers who came from Maumee and as 
result of that meeting some classes were formed and prayer meetings were held in cabins in that section. 

During the year 1838 some classes were formed by Rev. Coleman and Rey. Warner who were 
the first circuit preachers. 
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In 1839 a definite Methodist class was organized in Auburn by Rev. Samuel Reed, a missionary 
preacher at the Logansport district and he was assisted by Wesley Park who with his wife, Sophia Park, 
and Fannie Smith were the first three members of the Auburn Methodist Church. This charge was 
known as the St. Joe mission. On December 21, 1839 the first quarterly conference of the St. Joe 
mission of the Logansport district was held in Auburn with Rev. George Beswick as presiding elder, 
Rev. Samuel Reed, as missionary preacher, Isaac G. Clark, exhorter, George Monroe, clerk and William 
Day, clerk, The only business transacted, as recorded, was the election of Wesley Park as circuit 
steward and "lifting" of a collection of $2.45. Rev. Samuel Reed, a young man, was the first preacher 
assigned to the Auburn circuit. 

On February, 1841, James Cosper, Mary Cosper, his wife and David Cosper, his father moved 
to Auburn from Chesterville, Ohio and joined the Methodist Society thus making a membership of six 
in the Auburn class. 

On May 22, 1841, there was held a quarterly conference of Methodists in Wilmington township 
at the home of Rufus Lounsbery with Rev. B. Westlake as presiding elder and N. L. Thomas of 
Newville, as local preacher. 

The circuit was divided and a meeting of the Auburn circuit was held May 27, 1841, at the 
cabin of J. McKee and the next on May 14, 1843, at which time I. G. Clark was local preacher and 
Daniel Altenburg was one of the class leaders. The salary paid to Elder Westlake on January 14, 1843, 
for the first quarter was $12.00 and traveling expences. 

The regular meetings of the Methodists in Auburn were held in the cabin of Wesley Park 
located on a lot on the south east corner of the intersection of First and Main Streets - and also in a 
building erected erected by Wesley Park, located on the southwest corner of the intersection of Eighth 
Street and Main Street and also at times in the courthouse and schoolhouse. 


FIRST PREACHERS IN AUBURN 


Following is a brief account of the various pastorates: 

1843 - J. G. Clark was the preacher at Auburn. He was a young man who married Phoebe 
Moody, daughter of Daniel Moody. 

1844 - E. J. Holstock was the preacher and also Jesse Sparks was on the Auburn circuit as 
preacher. February 24, 1844 reports Jesse Sparks as preacher and there were 14 classes in the circuit 
contributing $48.25 of which the Auburn point gave $9.45 and that three were 466 members in the 
circuit of which 42 were in Auburn. 

1845 - James Sparr, preacher - Sunday School of six teachers and 48 scholars. 

1846 - Tilliston (or Lilliston) preacher and J. P. Jones helping. In the district, enrolled 263 (?) 
and the bishop was requested to send but one man. 

(Contemporary event - Sewing machine invented in this year, 1846). 

1847 - Forbes was preacher and Emanuel Hall, single, junior preacher. August 26, 1847 - The 
reports showed that Methodist Sunday Schools at five points in the circuit had an entire enrollment of 
215 of which Auburn numbered 60, also that during the preceding two months, Auburn scholars had 
memorized and recited 3,908 verses of scripture and read 5,000 pages of the Bible. The school also had 
a small library. 

About this time it was decided that Auburn needed a parsonage home and a committee was 
appointed of McKee, Long, Park, and Wyatt to get subscriptions, draw plans and secure a site as soon as 
three fourths of the necessary amount was subscribed. The quarterly conference collections in the 
circuit amounted to $100 of which, Elder G. M. Boyd said that Auburn contributed one-fifth of the 
amount. The conference also adopted a resolution asking that local brethren speakers should give more 
attention to their grammar and the dictionary. The appointments of preachers, until this time on annua! 
terms were changed to bi-annual. 

At Auburn interest was being aroused in a plan to build a church building and a committee was 
appointed and plans started to build in the neighborhood of I. Johnson's place. 

Messers, Cole, McKee, and Rodenbaugh were exhorters and later their characters were 
examined and they were licensed to preach. 
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LOT DONATED FOR CHURCH SITE 


1849 AND 49 - Rev. Samuel Lamb was preacher at Auburn and was assisted in 1848 by E. 
Maynard and in 1849 by James Sewell. Rev. Lamb was a carpenter by trade. During his first pastorate 
the first Methodist church building was erected, located on the northwest corner of the intersection of 
present East Seventh street and Cedar street, being the east half of lot 139 of the original plat of the 
town of Auburn. The lot, on which the church was built was donated by Wesley Park and Sophia Park, 
his wife, for a church site. The deed for the lot was not made until later - dated May 31, 1852, for 
consideration of thirty five cents. The deed was from Wesley and Sophia Park to trustees of Methodist 
Episcopal church, named as J. W. Case, Wm. McDaniel, Michael Kline, Jefferson Wallace, and John 
McCuen. (John McCuen was county recorder at the time). The deed states at some length the 
conditions on which the trustees and their successors had charge of the property. The deed was 
recorded June 5, 1852, in DeKalb county record of deeds book F, page 490. 

Rev. Lamb worked on the building as carpenter. Much material and labor was donated, as well 
as money and the cost of the building was $1,400. Messers, Houghton, Brandt, Hoffman, and Cosper 
are mentioned as workmen on the building. 

Rev. S. B. Ward of the Baptist church society, frequently held services in the building before 
the construction of the Baptist church in 1872. In fact, the building was used quite generally for 
meetings of different denominations, it being the first church building of the town. 

Note that this year 1849, when the church was built, is contemporary with the discovery of gold 
in California in 1848 and the gold rush of 1849. 

On the night of September 29, 1872, the brick business block located just west of the church 
building, then being built by the 1.0.0.F. lodge was wrecked by a violent wind storm and the falling 
walls seriously damaged the west side of the church building causing serious hardship to the 
congregation by the expensive repairs required. 

1850 - Rev. J. J. Cooper was the preacher at Auburn. 

1851 - Rev. Payton was preacher at Auburn. 

During the latter part of this year there was a marked decline in the interest throughout the 
classes on the circuit and it was cut to three appointments, namely, Auburn, Cool, and Cooper classes. 


BECAME ABOLITIONIST 


1852 - Rev. Hamm was the preacher in charge and there was a change in sentiment on the 
slavery question and he became an ardent abolitionist and a strong debater on the subject. 

1853 - Rev. James Sewell was pastor. He had previously assisted in 1849, with Rev. Lamb, the 
year the church was built. 

1854 and 1855 - Rev. J. W. Welch was pastor and preached on Sundays and worked at this 
trade as carpenter during the week to help out on living expenses. He worked on the Weaver building, 
located on the southwest corner of the intersection of Main and Seventh streets. It was a two story 
frame building used as one for the principal store buildings until destroyed by the first late in 1876. 

1856 - Rev. Ayers was preacher. 

1857 - Rev. E. S. Preston was preacher. 

1858 - Rev. Isaac Dean was preacher but because of dissatisfactions he resigned and moved to a 
farm near Kendallville. 

The balance of the year was filled out by Thomas Comstock as preacher. 

1859 and 1860 - Rev. Webber was preacher. 

1861 - Rev. Steven Clark was preacher with J. Mann assisting. 

1862 and 63 - Rev. C. W. Lynch was preacher and M. E. Hansley assisting. Rev. Lynch was a 
staunch and fervent unionist and it was stirring times and many left the church because of disagreeing 
with his ardent loyalty to the union cause. 

1864 - Rev. J. W. Miller was preacher. 

1865 - Rev. C. Hoover was preacher. 

1866 and 67 - Rev. E. Hall was preacher. 
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1868 and 69 - Rev. William Comstock was preacher. 

1870 - Rev. E. Hall was preacher, part of the year and the year was finished out by Rev. A. W. 
Lamport. 

1870 and 71 - Rev. A. W. Lamport was preacher. He was young, ardent and a favorite with the 
young people. He preached brief but strong sermons, There was quite a revival during his pastorate. 

1872 and 73 - Rev. Albert Cone was preacher. He was a sound thinker. Mrs. Cone was a very 
talented woman and was a leader in prayer and revival meetings. 

1874 and 75 - Rev. J. W. Welch returned as preacher to Auburn for the second term and this 
time he was able to give all of this time to the church work. He was a very conscientious and hard 
worker, a close spiritual friend to his people and during his pastorate the congregation was greatly 
strengthened. 

CHURCH BUILDING MOVED 


During this time the church building was moved from the first location on Seventh street facing 
the public square, to the new location on the southeast corner of the intersection of North Van Buren 
and Sixth streets. An addition of social rooms was built on the east end of the church building. This 
building, in the spring of 1890, when the construction of the present brick church was started, was 
moved north into Sixth street where it stood and was used by the congregation until the following 
summer of 1891 when the new church was occupied. It was sold and moved to a location on the south 
side of East Ninth street, approximately one hundred feet east of Cedar street where it was used as a 
bicycle store and repair shop until destroyed by fire a few years later. That building had a seating 
capacity of about 250. 

1876, 77, and 78 - Rev. J. E. Erwin was pastor and a period of stabilization and consolidation. 
During this pastorate - in 1877 - the parsonage home was moved from its first location on the southwest 
corner of the intersection of Cedar and Sixth streets to a new location, facing south on Seventh street a 
little east of the intersection of West Seventh and Van Buren streets, on the same lot with the church 
building. In 1890 when building of present church building was started and the old church had been 
moved out into Sixth street, the parsonage was moved to the former site of the old church building 
where it was continued as the pastor's residence until 1905, when the brick residence located on the 
northwest corner of the intersection of North Van Buren and West Fifth streets was purchased for use as 
a parsonage. The old parsonage building, 1905 to 1930, was used as a residence for the church janitor 
and then was remodeled and fitted for use as Sunday School classrooms as an annex to the church 
building. The entire cost of this remodeling, something more than $1,000 was paid by the mother of 
William Schermerhorn as her gift to the Auburn Methodist Church. Her death occurred soon after. 


AT GARFIELD'S INAUGURATION 


1879, 80, and 81 - Rev. A. J. Norris was pastor. He was very popular as preacher and citizen 
and a consistent active Christian man. He was an ardent republican, politically and attended at 
Washington D. C. the inauguration ceremony of President Garfield. 

1882 - Rev. W. H. Daniels was a very able preacher and pastor and he and his family were very 
highly regarded. At the annual conference in the spring of 1883, the Peru church filed with the bishop a 
petition with 300 names asking for the appointment of Rev. Daniels to Peru and he was so assigned, 
greatly to the disappointment of the Auburn Church. 

1883, 84, and 85 - Rev. Chester Church was pastor and during his pastorate there was a revival 
of spirit and the church membership increased to 150. Because of ill health he resigned as pastor in 
October, 1885, and the remainder of the conference year the church was served by C. H. Clippenger, 
then a professor at Taylor University located in Ft. Wayne, Indiana, filling the pulpit each Sunday. 

1886, 87, 88, 89, and 90 - Rev. H. M. Lamport was pastor - a very earnest, spiritual and hard 
working man. His family was helpful in the church work. At the time he came to the Auburn Church 
the membership was 207 and during his pastorate there were 219 accessions and 78 removals by death 
and transfer, thus a net membership of 350. Rev. Lamport, during his pastorate baptized 66 persons and 
performed 55 marriage ceremonies. 
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The Sunday School records show names of persons who served as superintendents of the 
school, in the old building as follows: (This may not be a complete list.) James W. Case, William L. 
Meese for six years, M. B. Willis, M. F. Long, John W. Baxter, W. P. Harter, W. J. Bowman, and C. M. 
America, 1891]. 


SENTIMENT FOR NEW CHURCH 


In 1880-90 an extended and successful revival meeting was conducted which greatly revived 
and added many new members to the congregation and the need was realized and a strong sentiment 
developed for the building of better and larger church building and in 1889 the official board of the 
church made decision to proceed with the building project at an early date. In 1888 the church society 
had sold the lot on which the first church building had stood, which had been deeded to the church in 
1852, for the sum of $3,000 and this fund by 1891 had increased to $3,500 - a fund to apply to a new 
church building. 

In the spring of 1890 when Rev. Lamport was returned to the Auburn Church for his fifth year 

‘as pastor, plans were made to immediately commence the building of the new church edifice and a 
committee was appointed consisting of Albert Robbins, Michael Boland, W. P. Harter, Elias 
Zimmerman, and Rev. H. M. Lamport. 

A contract was awarded to Chas. H. Hoffman of Indianapolis, Indiana, to build a church 
according to plans submitted by him, mainly the same as of church buildings he had built or was 
building at Bluffton, Indiana and Peru, Indiana. Work on the building was started late in May, 1890, 
and the building was completed and equipped for dedication which occurred on February 22, 1891. 

The original contract price for the building, with heating plant (two hot air furnaces - wood 
burners) the lighting system (gasoline gas system) and pews was $15,000. To this was added the cost of 
the pipe organ, a two manual, 18 stop organ made by Carl Barkoff at Salem, Ohio, and a bell, weighing 
1, 317 Ibs., tone key of "G" of approximate cost of $5,000 (including some other improvements of 
grading, etc.) making a total cost of the equipped church of $20,000. Old records indicate $9,163 cash 
raised and paid and a debt of $9,500 in the spring of 1891. 

The foundation of the building is Michigan sand stone from Stony Point, Michigan, and the 
brick was furnished by John and Herman Groscup, made by them at their brick year one mile west of 
Auburn (on road now No. 27). The brick was laid by Bumpus and Picker, contractors and names of 
brick masons were, Charles Picker, John Picker, Harley Bumpus, Don Lawrence, Verlie Griswold, and 
Funk. 

The carpenters who worked on the building included, Mr. Carr, Mr. Hoffman's superintendent, 
John H. Weaver, Perry Long, Ira Wyatt, James Pierce, Wm. Zimmerman, Frank Jones, Michael Kline, 
(one of the first trustees of the church) J. H. Rowland, and Spake. 

The window frames were built, ready to place in the walls, in the factory of Zimmerman Mfg. 
Co., in Auburn by carpenters whose names are included in above list. Perry Long was undoubtedly the 
one person who was continuously employed on the building longer than any other as he was first 
employed early in June, 1890 and continued as workman on the job and in charge of the building until 
after the time of dedication in Feb. 22, 1891. The net dimensions of the building, inside, are: 
Auditiorium, 45 ft. x 60 ft., seating, 500; lecture room, 25 ft. x 38 ft., seating 200; balcony, 14 x 38 ft., 
seating 100; east and west choir and class rooms, 14 ft. x 17 ft. Decorating of the walls, at the time of 
building, done by Kover & Son of Ft. Wayne. Walls were again decorated in 1912, 1921, and 1939. 

The financial record of the five years of H. M. Lamport, was: 

Salary to pastor, $4,000.00, cash and parsonage. 

Salary to elder, $400.00. 

Salary to bishop, $50.00 

Benevolence collection, $1,118.00 

Current expenses, $660.00 

Sunday School expense, $300.00 

Total, $6,528.00 
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BUILDING A NOTABLE EVENT 


The building of the church, generally considered as much larger than justified or necessary, was 
notable event in the county and was contributed to by many citizens and organizations outside the 
church's membership. The pledges taken on dedication day amounted to approximately $12,000. H. E. 
Coe and John Zimmerman acted as clerks recording the pledges as made. 

The dedicatory sermon was delivered by Dr. Payne of New York City. 

One of the principal workers in the movement for the building of the new church - a very 
capable and untiring worker was Mrs. Anna Robbins, wife of Albert Robbins. She was an earnest, 
sincere, consistent Christian woman and a successful Sunday School teacher. 

The writer knows from personal knowledge that she was teacher in charge of the primary class 
in the Auburn Methodist Sunday School in 1875 (how long a time she taught and she continued in 
charge of the primary class in the Sunday School until the time of her death in April, 1891. 

She worked unceasingly for the promotion of the construction of the church building and the 
advancement of the church's interests. Her death occurred - a serious loss to the church and Sunday 
School - about two months after the dedication of the church. Her home, at the time of her death was in 
residence, now the church parsonage. 

She was an outstanding Christian woman and undoubtedly influenced the future lives of more 
children in Auburn community than any other person of that period. 

YOUNG PEOPLE ORGANIZED 

During the pastorate of Rev. Lamport a society of the young people was organized, known as 
Young Peoples society who conducted social and devotional meetings which greatly strengthened the 
religious life of those participating. This organization preceded the organization of the Epworth League 
and was quickly affiliated with the Epworth League when it was organized in 1889. 

1891, 92, 93, and 94 - Rev. A. S. Wooton served as pastor successfully. During the early part of 
his pastorate the pastor and congregation suffered a great loss in the death of Mrs. Wooton. In June of 
1891 the young people of the church sponsored an excursion picnic trip by railroad to Winona park at 
Warsaw which was quite the event of the year. At the close of Rev. Wooton's pastorate the church 
membership was 331 and the year's benevolence collection was $381.00. 

1895 and 96 - Rev. J. K. Walts served as pastor who, with his talented wife, built up the 
spiritual life of the congregation. Membership 359. 

1897, 98, 99, 1900 - Rev. D. M. Guild, was pastor and by his energetic efforts the congregation 
continued to grow. The salary of the pastor had been raised from $800 cash to $1,000 per year with the 
start of Rev. Wooton's pastorate and was again raised to $1,200 cash and parsonage at the beginning of 
Rev. Guild's pastorate. The last of the church building debt was paid off in 1900. Membership 413. 

1901, 02, 03, and 04 - Rev. L. M. Krider was pastor and the earnest steady work of him and his 
splendid wife, was an inspiration to the church and advanced its spiritual life. 

1905 and 06 - Rev. H. A. Harlan, pastor. At the time of his coming to the charge the residence, 
the present parsonage, was purchased and occupied by him as is mentioned previously. 

1907, 08, and 09 - Rev. W. B. Freeland served the Auburn Church, a scholarly and able 
preacher and pastor, much respected and loved. The cash salary was raised to $1,300 per year. 
Membership at the end of the pastorate was 476. 

1908 - In February of this year a successful campaign was conducted which closed the saloons 
of the town in January, 1909. From that time until the year 1933 there were no legal sales of 
intoxicating liquors in Auburn. The members of the Methodist church were active in the work of that 
movement. 

1910, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15 - Rev. Fred F. Thornburg was pastor - a tireless worker. He organized 
and was Scoutmaster of the first Boy Scout troop in Auburn in 1912. The organization was a success 
and of great benefit to the members of the troop. 

Early in the year 1915 a tabernacle evangelistic campaign was conducted under the direction of 
George T. Stevens with the cooperation of the churches of the city and a great religious awakening of 
the community resulted. Several hundred persons confessed conversion to Christian life and started 
their determination to lead a Christian life and of these 267 became members of the Auburn Methodist

Church on February 17, 1915. Rev. Thornburg was one of the individuals whose tireless efforts brought 
the evangelistic party to the city. 

In April, 1915, the Auburn Church entertained the annual session of the North Indiana 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal church, Bishop William F. McDowell presiding. During the 
summer of 1912 extensive improvements were made on the church property - basement rooms enlarged, 
basement floor cemented, complete new heating (steam) system installed, walls of auditorium and 
adjoining rooms redecorating and cork floor covering laid. Cost of improvements amounted to $5,000. 

Cash salary of pastor of $1,600 for first years was increased to $2,000 for the last year of his 
pastorate. Conference minutes reports for year 1915-16 show Auburn contributed to ministerial support 
$2, 452 cash and to benevolences $2,439. A total membership, including probationers, was 862. 

1916, 17, 18 - Rev. F. A. Hall was pastor and during his pastorate, which included the period of 
the World War conflict, the interests of the church were greatly strengthened and in the last months of 
his pastorate the centenary fund was pledged. During the five year term of the centenary, the Auburn 
Church paid into that fund $26,155. The church supported the nation's war activities and its war service 
flag had 80 stars representing soldiers and two red crosses representing army nurses and one red triangle 
representing a Y.M.C.A secretary, in the service from the church's constituency. 

1919 and 20 - Rev. H. L. Overdeer was pastor. The loss by death of Mrs. Overdeer in 1920 was 
a great loss and shock to the pastor and to the church. 

1921, 22, 23, 24 - Rev. E. E. Trippeer, pastor. The church grew spiritually and in number. The 
interior of the church building was redecorated in 1921 and the lot adjoining the church on the east was 
purchased as addition to the church lot. The parsonage property was remodeled at the cost of $5,000. 
Sunday School enrollment of 600 and average attendance 338. Church membership at close of pastorate

CHURCH LEADERS MURDERED 


1925, 26, 27, AND 28 - Rev. George Hubbart, pastor. January 10, 1927, the church came into 
possession of a trust fund from the estate of James and Cora Sheffer who died June 22, 1922, the fund to 
be administered by the church trustees. James Sheffer was president of the board of trustees of the 
Auburn Methodist Church at the time of his death. Mrs. Sheffer died June 24, 1922. Both were 
murdered - the most terrible tragedy in the church's history. 

In 1929, 30, 31, 32, and 33 - Rev. E. J. Wickersham, pastor. December 8, 1932, the church 
received a trust fund from the estate of Mrs. Mary Clark in memoriam. 

1934, 35, 36, and 37 - Rev. M. C. Wright, pastor. 

1938 and 39 - Rev. Claude Garrison, pastor - a young man, an energetic and spiritual preacher 
and pastor who with his capable wife inspired the church to new possibilities. During the summer of 
1929, needed repairs of the church building and redecorating were done a new carpet placed on the floor 
of the auditorium. Cost of the repairs and new equipment in the basement social rooms, $4,500. The 
week of December 3 to 10, 1939, was set aside to celebrate the 100th anniversary of the establishment 
of the Methodist church in Auburn. The exercises include the placing of a bronze tablet stating facts, on 
the original site of the first church building. 

December 1929, the church trustees received a trust fund from the estate of Mrs. Lizzie Cornell 
to be administered by them. 


GERMAN METHODIST HISTORY 


Following is a history of the German-Methodist church in Auburn. 

The German Methodist conference first sent Rev. Christ Keller as missionary to Auburn in 
November, 1845, from the Ft. Wayne society where there were 50 or 60 members and the record was 
that there was 25 members in the territory which Rev. Keller was serving. 

The assembly of regular meetings was started in 1854 as the “"Hasselman" class and were 
continued in 1872. The meetings were held in home and in the church building of the English speaking 
Methodist class and building of the Reform church.

In 1858 Rev. F. Ruff organized the society in Auburn with the Kendallville circuit and meetings 
of the Auburn class were held, for a time, north of Auburn. Rev. Ruff served the class two years. 

The original members (13 in number) included, George and Catherine Eckhart, Herman and 
Eva Froelick, Elizabeth Pullman, John and Carline Raesch, John and Fredericka Steffin, F. Raut, Sr., 
Charles Raut, Jr., Maria and Charlotte Raut. 

The first officers chosen were George Froelick, exhorter and George Eckhart, steward. There 
were no trustees to mark official organization until about twelve years later. 

The pastors following Rev. Ruff were: 1860, A. Gerlach; 1862, J. C. Weidman; 1863, G. 
Schwinn; 1867, C. A. Militzer; 1869, Henry Krill, and 1871, A. Meyer. 

About this time there were general assistant preachers sent to the Kendallville circuit, who 
generally lived in Auburn. First came Joseph Kern followed by G. Weiler of Ft. Wayne, then J. 
Lamprecht, who for two years cooperated with Rev. A. Meyer, on the charge, to establish to society 0 a 
substantial basis. 

The conducted a revival meeting in 1872 at which there were ten conversions and accessions. 
The Sunday School was organized in 1872 and continued until 1880 when it was discontinued but was 
again organized by Rev. Dobbrick in 1890. (Mrs. Dobbrick, Rev. Dobbrick's widow in now living at 
Garrett, Indiana.) 

The following named pastor served the class: 1874, John Bodmer. 

This year consideration of constructing a church building was taken up and on May 25, 1874 a 
committee was appointed to select a site for the church, consisting of: Frederick Raut, Charles Raut, 
and John Raesch. 

In the meantime the quarterly conference at Kendallville elected as trustees of Emanuel 
Methodist Episcopal church in Auburn the following: Frederick Raut, Charles Raut, John Raesch, H. 
Wartensleben, and John Lobmiller. On August 24, 1874, these trustees purchased of Andrew Mayer of 
Noble county the lot selected (located at the northeast corner of intersection of the present South 
Jackson and West Seventeenth streets) for $250 and promptly proceeded to build the church building, 
which was completed at a cost of $2,740, of which $200 was paid by the church extension society of the 
Central German conference. 

The pastors following Rev. Bodmer were: 1876, William Mueller; 1879, H. Buddenbaur; 1881, 
A Gerlick; 1882, J. C. Gommel; 1885, J. H. Schimmel; 1886, John Hass; 1891, H. Rogetzby and 1891- 
1895, C. H. Koch. During 1892 the parsonage home was built at a cost of $1,400. 

Assistant and resident preachers during these years on the Auburn charge and Kendallville 
circuit were: C. Trenschel, William Conzelmann, W. Hamp, G. Moehring, C. Henke, S. C. Spechman, 
A. C. Baur, D. Dobbrick, W. Rogetzby; 1895, Henry Bank; 1899-1903, Rev. Phillips, Rev. Krushwitz, 
Rev. Hey, and Rev. Magdance. 

(Just which years and the order in which these men served is not positively recorded but it is 
probable covers some years later than 1903.) 

The last pastor to serve the society preceding the disbanding was Rev. Kaetzel.

1897, 98, 99 and 1900—Rey. D. 
M. Guild, was pastor and by his 
energetic efforts the congregation 
continued to grow. The salary of 
the pastor had been raised from 
$800 cash to $1,000 per year with 
the start of Rev. Wooton’s pastorate 
and was again raised to $1,200 cash 
and parsonage at the beginnft™g of 
Rey. Guild’s pastorate. The last of 
the church building debt was paid 
off in 1900. Membership 413. 

1901, 02, 03 and 04—Rev. L. M. 
Krider was pastor and the earnest 
steady work of him and his splendid 
wife, was an inspiration to the 
church and advanced its spiritual 
life. j 

1905 and 06—Rev. H. A. Harlan, 
pastor. At the time of his coming to 
the charge the residence, the pres- 
ent parsonage, was purchased and 
occupied by him as is mentioned 
previously. 

1907, 08. and U9-—Rev. AWige Jax 
Freelaud served the Auburn church, 
a scholarly and able preacher and 
pastor, much respected and loved. 
The cash salary was raised to 91.300 
per year. Membership at the end of 
the pastorate was 476. 

1908—In February of this year a 
successful campaign was conducted 
which closed the saloons of the town 
in January. 1909. From that time 
until the year 1983 there were no 
legal sales of intoxigating liquors in 
Auburn. The members of the Metho- 
dist church were active in the work 
in that movement. 

1910, 11, 12,.13,.14, and 15—=Rey 
Fred F. Thornburg was pastor—a 
tireless worker. He organized and 
was Scoutmaster of the first Boy 
Scout troop in Auburn in 1912. The 
organization was a success and of 
great benefit to the members of the 
troop. 

Early in the year 1915 a taber- 
nacle evangelistic campaign was 
conducted under the direction of 
George T. Stevens with the coopera- 
tion of the churches of the city and 
a great religious awakening of the 
community resulted. Several hun- 
dred person confessed conversion to 
Christian life and stated their de- 
termination to lead a Christian life 
and of these 267 became members 
of the Auburn Methodist church on 
Feb. 17, 1915. Rev. Thornburg was 
one of the individuals whose tire- 
jess efforts brought the evangelistic 
party to the city.

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OW does one set about building a church? He doesn’t. No one man can 

be or build a church. He may set stones upon each other and fill the 

window spaces with stained glass. He may play upon the organ or sing loudly 

in the sanctuary. But alone he does not truly worship. In solitary he is not 
a church. 


Only as two or three or more join in the worship and together display a 
style of life appropriate to the faith does the church come into being. Then 
it is that the Spirit moves mightily through the mortal frame lending enlighten- 
ment and power which only a forgiven sinner can claim. Then it is that he 
who enters the doors of the building may by the grace of God sally forth to 
become a refreshing stream in the world. 

It is God who builds the church. Men like ourselves may share the rare 
privilege of erecting a building set apart for the worship of almighty God and 
the service of men.

It is He who is the bond, the life. the goal, the 
reason for it all. 


Lest in pride we forget the eternal order of things, let all who enter into 
this holy place do so with honest fear and amazement that the good Lord can 
love such as us. Then perchance our worship will be genuine, and the service 
we propose to render will really bring a blessing. 


A Brief History of the 
AUBURN METHODIST CHURCH 


Early Beginnings 


In the 1830's, the first white settlers established homes in DeKalb County 
and, paralleling the secular history of the area, Methodism also came to Auburn. 


Wesley Park, arriving as the first Auburn resident in 1836, his wife Sophia 
and Fannie Smith were the first three members of the Auburn Methodist 
Church, organized in 1839 by the Reverend Samuel Reed. From this group of 
three has grown the present membership of 1,230. 


As the membership and the scope of the church grew, so did the need 
for different houses of worship. In 1844 with 42 members, the regular meet- 
ings were held at the cabin of Wesley Park or in a public building. 


In 1847 the 60 members of the Auburn congregation became interested 
in plans to build a church, and in 1849, contemporary with the California gold 
rush, the First Methodist Church, the only church building in Auburn, was 
completed at the northwest corner of the intersection of East Seventh and 
Cedar Streets. The church, located on a site donated by Mr. and Mrs. Park, 
was built largely by the Reverend Samuel Lamb, the minister who was also 
a carpenter. 


In 1874, when the church had weathered the strife caused by difference 
of opinion over the Civil War, the church building was moved from its first 
location to the corner of the intersection of North Van Buren and Sixth Street. 


The Church [890-197] 


The membership grew steadily from 150 in 1883 to 207 in 1886. An ex- 
tended revival in 1889-90 added many new members and a strong sentiment 
developed for the building of a better and larger church building. Late in 
May of 1890, during the ministry of the Reverend H. M. Lamport, the new 
church was begun and the building was completed for dedication on February 
22, 1891, with a membership of 291. 


In 1921] the interior of the church was re-decorated and the lot adjoining 
the church on the east was purchased. In 1939 during the pastorate of the 
Reverend Claude Garrison the congregation re-decorated the church and cele- 
brated the 100th anniversary of the establishment of the Methodist Church in 
Auburn. u | 


In 1946 the need for additional space for the children became evident and 
in 1949, while the Reverend Van Hinckley was pastor, the sanctuary of the 
church was modernized, an electronic organ installed, a Fellowship Hall created, 
and the kitchen improved in preparation for a new educational unit. On August 
24, 1952, the cornerstone was laid and on April 25, 1953 the new Children’s 
Building was formally opened with the Reverend C. C. Collins as minister. 


The decade of the space-age 1960's brought more and more questions con- 
cerning the venerable First Methodist Church. Now 70-plus years old, the 
church building would need complete structural repairs or, as an alternative, 
a new church should be constructed. Prayerfully, the congregation made its 
decision on November 24, 1964 to relocate and build new. A building fund 
was then launched, and in 1965 a 6% acre building site was purchased in East 
Auburn. The congregation’s excellent support of the building fund was further 
stimulated by the generous bequest of the late Dr. Lewis Geisinger. 


Ground-breaking ceremonies for what had now become the First United 
Methodist Church were held on May 3, 1970, during the ministry of the Rev. 
Wallace W. Deyo, and associate, the Rev. Stanley E. Tobias. The cornerstone 
was laid on July 25, 1971. 


Through the unflagging efforts of many willing Methodist hands the new 
edifice was opened for services on October 31, and the Service of Consecration 
was held November 21, 1971. 


This has been a chronicle of the stones and mortar of houses of worship. 
But the real history of Auburn Methodism over the past 132 years obviously 
lies in the faith and work of each minister and member and in the services 
offered to congregation and community, reaching out and ever developing to 
meet the needs of the times.
